GENTLEMEN, 'S,

the Fouleſt of Uſurpations and Rebellions ; Having therefore {ov good a 
Caule in your hands, I doubt not but it will Inſpire you with an cqual Gou- 

reg: to maintain it ; For there is no Propitxtion betwixt Loyalty and Treaſo:z , nor 
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ſhould there be any between the Valour of ggpod Subjedts and Traytorz. Remember 


that to Day begins the Fate of your King, as #5 cas. and your Countrey, Be- 
have your ſeives therefore like true Scorch-Mes, and let us Redeem by this Action the 
Credit of our Nation, that is laid Jow by the Treachery and Cowardize of ſome of our 
Countrey-men ; In which I Ask nothing'of you that you ſhall not ſee me do before
